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The President Speaks 


A WORD that has been nearly lost from our vocabulary, both 
in home and school, is coming back—the word “discipline.” 
At least a quarter of a century ago Professor Barrett Wendell of 
Harvard remarked that the modern system of education seemed 
to be, “Find out what everybody likes to do, and then help him to 
do it as kindly as you can”—the kindergarten method. The results 
of this method have not been entirely satisfactory either in the 
home or in the school. We now find ourselves face-to-face with a 
situation demanding a more strenuous curriculum, and college 
presidents as well as the military authorities are calling for a more 
realistic approach to the serious days that confront us. In an- 
nouncing our five-point program this was made emphatic, and in 
the Convocation Sermon Dr. Warren Bowman also stressed the 
need for spiritual discipline. 

Perhaps our reaction from discipline has been due to the false 
notion that it is synonymous with regimentation. The goal of all 
true discipline, however, is self-discipline through which one may 
rise superior to the circumstances which confine him and by which 
he is able to hold in leash the impulses which drive him toward un- 
controlled selfishness, wrongly called “self-expression.” We have 
perhaps come round once again to believe in such statements as 
Huxley’s: “The most valuable result of an education is the ability 
to make yourself do the thing you ought to do when it ought to be 
done, whether you like it or not.” Let us hope that the words dis- 
cipline and duty upon our lips once more will mean not merely 
the restoration of two good words to our vocabulary but the 
restoration of valuable realities to our life. 

I am confident that not only our students here, but our alumni 
everywhere, many of whom are already in service, will respond 
to this challenge and go forward to every duty in the spirit of 
Juniata.

ig is no longer, “college as usual” 

on the Juniata campus. Students 
realized this when they heard 
President Ellis’ opening chapel 
address which presented his five- 
point program for the new year. 
It was in effect a new way of living 
on a college campus during war 
time. | 

Quoting the president, “On 
every hand we are told that the 


need of the hour is for discipline— 


that honorable pedagogical term 
that has fallen out of the vocabu- 
lary of the modern pedagogue, 
probably because we have made it 
synonymous with regimentation. 
On second thought, however, most 
of us will concede its value not 
only for the days of the war but 
for efficient living in the days of 
peace. 

No one of us may be master of 
the circumstances that condition 
our lives but every one of us may 
be master of those inner resources 
which constitute self-discipline 
and which enable us to ‘stand up 
to life.’ It is still the function of 
education to strengthen those re- 
sources of conscience, of courage 
and conviction which will enable 
us to ‘distinguish the things that 
differ’ and to approve the things 
that are excellent. 


In recognition of the demands of 
the nation in this hour of crisis 
and of the adjustment of the col- 
lege not only to these demands but 
to the needs of our own academic 
cooperative fellowship in the tasks 
of the hour, I propose the following 
Five-Point Program not for our

intellectual consideration merely 
but for our active implementation: 


* * * 


1. Care and economy in the use 
of every expendable resource, 
and of all college facilities. 

2. Increased attention to health 
and physical exercise for 
every student. 

3. Serious application to all in- 
tellectual tasks. 

4. Cheerful acceptance of every 
necessary personal sacrifice, 
and willing service to the 
community and the nation. 

9. Continual and humble de- 
pendence upon the divine 
strength and guidance.” 





This set of rules is intended to 
meet the present situation but in 
fact it re-emphasizes what has al- 


ways been the fundamental ideals. 


of the college. Therefore, Juniata 
College did not need to reverse it- 
self to make this adjustment. It 
becomes a matter of firmness in 
application. Some representative 
ramification of the rules include 
such regulations as a five hour per 
week physical fitness program for 
all men, lights out at twelve o’clock 
midnight, no automobiles on the 








campus, and a curtailment of ex- 
tra-curricular activities. 


All during the summer, college 
students were told from different 
sources including the government 
that for those who were to have 
privileges of higher education, a 
more vigorous program would be 
in order. Army and navy instruc- 
tions are that, “The country can no 
longer afford to have young men 
proceed with their education at a 
moderate tempo.” 


President Seymour, who claims 
that Yale students are in college 
“on borrowed time” further states 
that, “There is no longer any place 
for the student who treats his years 
in college as a means of postpon- 
ing hard work and enjoying an in- 
terlude of country club existence.” 
From Lafayette, President Lewis 
commented that “officially, the col- 
lege has a distinct obligation to 
report to government authorities 
the names of those students who do 
not prepare rigorously, who 
neither subject themselves to self- 
discipline, nor cooperate in those 
measures devised to place them 
ultimately on an equal or higher 
basis of physical and mental fit- 
ness with the young men of enemy 
countries whose supreme ambition 
is to destroy our way of life and 
our beloved institutions.”

Chemistry Enrollment 


The enrollment in chemistry 
courses at Juniata College has this 
year hit a new high of one hun- 
dred and thirteen students—ap- 
proximately one-fourth of the stu- 
dent body. This marks an increase 
in chemistry enrollment of almost 
33% over 1941-1942. 


The increase is “all along the 
line,” according to Dr. N. J. Brum- 


baugh, head of the chemistry de- 
partment. While the predominant 
career interest is chemistry, others 
are taking pre-medical, pre-dental, 
and home economics courses. 


The three most important fac- 
tors in the increase of enrollment 
are: the new rating of Juniata’s 
chemistry department, the large 
freshman classes of recent years, 
and the war situation. 


Recently the chemistry depart- 
ment was accredited by the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society. Out of the 
five hundred institutions which ap- 
plied, only one hundred and 
twenty were accredited in the 
country and fourteen in Pennsyl- 
vania.

A gift of 
twelve dollars was received in July, 
followed in early October by another 
five dollars; and within a short time 
from Camp Davis in North Carolina 
where he is now located came another 
cordial letter with a ten-dollar bill to 
add to the Friends of the Library Fund. 
Twenty-seven dollars from a Juniatian 
in the armed forces as his recognition 
of the importance of keeping alive and 
strong the best things in American 
living — among them, worthwhile 
books! 


As a result of the excellent efforts of 
a committee including Lt. Melvin 
Rhodes, Mary Radebach Zentmyer, and 
Jean Foulke, the Class of 1938 has be- 
gun an endowment fund as their con- 
tribution to the Friends of the Library 
Movement.

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The Alumni Spotlight 


Professor 
William Beery 





GRADUATE of the Normal Course in the Breth- 

ren’s Normal College in 1882, William Beery 
taught music here for thirty years during much of that 
time also giving freely of his services as a member of 
the Board of Trustees. 


After leaving the College, he made his home in 
Elgin, Illinois, the location of the Brethren Publishing 
‘House, and began work for this firm, for which he had 
previously edited Sunday School song books. He also 
helped edit the Brethren Hymnal in 1901 and assisted 
with the publication of the New Hymnal in 1925. 


Professor Beery and his wife, Adaline Hoff Beery, 
together contributed both music and poetry to the Col- 
lege and also to a wider constituency. His musical pub- 
lications took the form of hymns and hymn books and 
he has given to the Christian Church a few hymns that 
will undoubtedly continue their musical message for 
many years. One of these, “Lo a Gleam from Yonder 
Heaven” was possibly sung first, certainly quite often, 
in the Wednesday evening prayer meetings in the Old 
Chapel. 

Since 1937, Mr. Beery has been a member of the 
Allotted Time Quartette which responded to ninety- 
eight calls in four years. In recent years at the annual 
conference of his church he has led thousands of voices 
in the great hymns of the church including his own. He 
has literally sung his way across almost a century of 
years and certainly the world is brighter that he has 
passed this way. 

His son and daughter, Leon and Judith (Mrs. Gar- 
ber), are also included in the list of Juniata alumni. 
Mrs. Garber and her father are very active in the mid- 
west association.

NEAR-CHAMPIONSHIP in heavyweight wres- 

tling, a varsity position on a Navy team that twice 
defeated the Army, and the presidency of the Y.M.C.A. 
upon his graduation from the Naval Academy in 1909— 
these were the first steps in a long climb upward that 
were to make hazardous adventure the destiny of a 
Juniata graduate of the class of 1905. 


In between his first two assignments on the battle- 
ships Minnesota and Tocoma, Percy T. Wright married 
Florence H. Hassinger. Reporting aboard a submarine 
in May, 1913, he little realized that this was the branch 
of service in which he would make his name. In the 
four years following 1914, he commanded three subma- 
rines, the last being the L-9, whose name was to become 
as significant to the enemy as that of its commander. 


The opening month of 1918 found the L-19 nosing into 
the Baufrey Bay, Ireland, war zone. So effective were 
his operations against enemy submarines that Com- 
mander Wright was awarded the Navy Cross. His as: 
signments upon returning to the states were many and 
varied: officer in charge of the submarine drafting 
room at Portsmouth Navy Yard, commander ‘of the 
submarine division of the Canal Zone, aide to the Navy 
Department, and in 1931, commander of the Canapus, 
flagship of the Asiatic submarine fleet. 

Commander Wright’s son Jack, ’41, is in active naval 
service in the South Pacific. 

Once rejected for active duty because of his heart, 
he was finally allowed to report for active shore duty - 
last July. Though the L-9 can no longer seek out the 
enemy on the seas, Percy Wright is confident that 
newer and larger “L-9’s” will play a major role in a 
victory he had hoped was won twenty-four years ago.

It’s been a long time since a Juniata 
football team has started the season 
as close to scratch as the 1942 en- 
semble, and it’s been a long time, too, 
since the squad has been so convinced 
that “This is the year!” 


Showing off their new inverted “‘T” 
system like a child shows off a new 


toy, the Indians started off in a grand 


manner by presenting new Head Coach 
P. M. “Mike” Snider with a 13-9 upset 
victory over Drexel, and then coming 
through with a 22-12 Homecoming 
Day victory over Susquehanna. In 
both games the Snidermen let their 
foes do all their scoring in the first half 
and then topped them with great sec- 
ond-half sprees. , 

The strong point of the Blue and 
Gold outfit this year is a double- 
quartet of turf-churning backs. From 
last year’s outfit come Ray Clapperton, 
Maurice Quint, Mickey Leeper, Chuck 
Bargerstock, Kermit Kitman, Sy Jaf- 
frey, and Jim Rutledge. Right on their 
heels are frosh Ray Tesi and Fred 
Postlethwaite. Clapperton has stepped 
into the hard-to-fill quarterback spot 
with the aplomb of a Frankie Albert. 
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A heady signal caller, a hard and elu- 
Sive runner, and a dangerous man on 
either end of a pass play, Ray should 
keep McKees Rocks, also the home of 
Eddie Grega, alive in J.C.’s memory.
